He said that 
the Republican party had mismanaged 
the affairs of the nation, as could be 
seen by excessive taxation, the reckless 
and extravagant expenditure of public 
tunds and the encroachment of Federal 
authority on the States. The Republi- 
can party could not be displayed as long 
as the Democrats of this State were not 
united. Chas. A. Dana and Joseph 
Pulitzer, editors of the Sun and World; 
respectively, were among the list of 
vice-presidents. Resolutions were pre- 
sented by Congressmati Potter, which 
called upon all Democrats to lay aside 
aul their differences and unite against the 
common enemy, and denouncing all lead- 
vrs and organizations who neglected to 
carry the resolutions into effect. A 
committee was appointed; to present the 
resolutions to the State Convention at 
Buffalo, and urge upon the Democratic 
inasses the necessity of harmonious ac-

It now appears that 
the five cent rate of the Chicago and 
Exes ern Illinois to Indianapolis 1s made 
with the condition that. this line runs 
only night trains at that rate and re- 
quires purchasers of five-cent tickets to 
buy sleeping car tickets at $2, so that 
the minimum rate over this line is $2.05.

Waylaid and Mur- 
dered Yesterday Morning. 


Deeds im the Criminal Annals of 
‘Los Angeles—Two Arrests Made. 


At about half-past 4 o’clock yesterday 
‘morning a murder almost as foul and 
brutal as was ever known in the blood- 
stained annals of early Los Angeles was 
committed on Date street, near the new 
railroad depot. This cowardly crime is 
recorded inthe blood of an amiable 
man, named Henry Amadon,a fireman 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad—a man 
who is said by old-timey to be an ex- 
ample of kindness and suavity. 

Three men were engaged in the crime, 
and not less than five shots were fired 
at Amadon, two of which took effect, 
one in the neck and one in the body. 
The victim appears to have been sur- 
rounded by his pursuers and shot down 
in the most deliberate and cold-blooded 
manner. The evidence shows that 
Amadon had gone to Anaheim on Sun- 


_| day to meet his wife. From Ahaheim he 
Y- | returned to this cityon Sunday evening, 


to resume his duties with his engine, 


'| which went eout that night as usual. 


Before going out, he left a note for his 
wife informing her that he would return 
home on Wednesday afternoon at 4:15 
o’clock. It transpires, however, that 
on reporting at the depot he received 
different orders as to his movements, 
changing his run_ so _ that he 
was to return to the city at 3 
o’clock yesterday morning. This change, 
it is said, was known to but three or 
four persons outside of railway circles. 
Whether or not the three men who did 
the murder possessed this information, 
and whether, upon the strength thereof, 
they were enabled to waylay, and did 
waylay and murder their victim, will 
shortly be made to appear. 

The body was taken to the undertak- 
ing rooms of Ponet & Orr, and large 
numbers of people gathered there yes- 
terday to viewit and discuss the circum. 
stances of the hideous crime. Dr. Na- 
deau held an inquest, beginning at 10 
o’clock. The testimony elicited is given

TESTIMONY. 


C. Richardson is a barkeeper near the 
new depot. This morning, between 4 
‘and 5 o’clock, I.closed the saloon to go 
home. When part way home heard a 
man walking fast out from the railroad 
track, with a bundle in his hand, who 
passed me. When near my house he 
was about a hundred feet ahead. -He 
turned for his house corner Chaves and 
Date streets. WhenI was crossing the 
bridge I heard the first shot, saw a flash 
and heard a bullet whistle. Heard five 
shots in all. At the first I lay down. 
When I gotup saw three men coming 
inthe direction of the bridge. When 
they saw me they turned round and 
went down Chavez street. When I first 
saw the men they were moving toward 
me. They werethirty feet away. They 
turned and walked fast away. They 
were all about the same height; about 
five feet six inches. They -wore dark 
clothes, either dark coats or shirts. It 
was dark and I could not well. 

Ed. St. Clair, who resides on Date 
street, said: Before the shooting I heard 
& wagon crossing the railroad track. 
This woke me up. Ten minutes after 
heard four shots. Wasin bed. Gotup 
and looked through the’ window. Did 
not see anything. Thought it was the 
Italian, who often shoots at night. 
Heard some one shout ont murder. My 
wife said she saw a man,lying in the 
road. I went tothe place and recog- 
nized Henry C. Amadon. I met Butler 
there. The man was dead. The last 
time I heard the cry it was in a faint 
‘voice Heard footsteps toward the 
zanja near Butler’s place. There-was a 
bell-rope in deceased’s hand. ‘There was 
a pistol onthe ground near his right 
hand. Iidentify the pistol. ‘The last 
two shots were not so loud as the 
others. I was about seventy feet away. 

T. Billings—I live at Amadon’s 
home; ne is my brother-in-law, a native 
of Massachusetts, about 38 years old, 
married to my sister eight years. Was 
sleeping in the house when St. Clair 
called me three or four times, telling me 
Henry was shot. I said, what Henry? 
He answered, Henry Amadon. I said 
no, he is out on theroad. He told me 
tocome andsee. Dressed and went. 
found it was Henry. 
Henry had any enemies.: I don’t know 
any visitors of the family except Will 
Smith, a fireman on therailroad. I saw 
Smith Sunday the last time. I went to 
the theater and came to the house about 
1 o’clock. the pistol as 
Henry’s. 


Ella Amadon—I am the wife of the de- 
ceased. His name is Henry C. Amadon, 
native of Massachusetts, aged 37 years: 
occupation, a fireman on the railroad. 
Saw him last alive Sunday morning. He 
went to work sometime Sunday; don’t 
know what time. Told me he was go- 
ingout. Did notsay when he would be 
back. Did not expect him this morn- 
ing. Left anote when he left that he 
would be back Wednesday at 4:15 p. wm. 
I wasat Anaheim. He came to see me 
and he came back here Sunday. I came 
back yesterday afternoon, when I found 
his note. St. Clair came this morning 
to wake Tommy, my brother, and told 
us what had happened. I went to the 
‘place and found my husband lying dead 
on Date street. I don’t know that my 
husband had any enemies. When St. 
‘Clair came it was between 4 and 5 
o’clock. I have no visitors to my house. 
I receive nobody. Will Smith comes to 
my house once ina great while to see 
my sister. Foster used to come to my 
house three years ago to see my sister. 
My husband didn’t like him to visit the 
house. There was no dfflficulty between 
thom that Iknowof. She identified the 
pistol as one her husband was in the 
habit of carrying. I can imagine that 
‘this shooting might be the result of a 
quarrel with some one. Didn’t hear 
shots; was asleep. He was of a jealous 
disposition. We were on good terms 
‘together. 


BellaGreenleaf—He is my brother-in- 
law. I reside with him. Have for 
eight months last time, and before at 
times since he married my sister. Was 
asleep with my sister when St. Clair 
came to wake Tommy. My sister would 
not believe it, because he left a note 
that he would be back only to-morrow 
at-4, p.m. They lived on good terms. 
Once in a while had a little quarrel.

“LICENSED “GAMBLING. 


Their Views Thereon. 


‘Date Street the Scene of one of the Blackest This witness gave some more evidence, A Few of Many Adverse 


Facets About Licensed Gambling in Ea- | 
pope—Suicide Breeding Mon- 
aco—Startling Statistics 
of Misery and 
Crime. 


A reporter of the Trmzs met yesterday 
a number of leading business men of 
this city and obtained from them an ex- 
pression of opinion concerning the pro- 
posed gambling ordinance. Not one 
had anything to say in favor of it, and 
all agreed that the ordinance, if passed, 


great injury to the community. It will 
be unnecessary to give a long list of in- 
terviews, as todo so would necessitate 
much repetition. But™some of the 
main reasons fur opposing legali ized 
gambling may be gleaned from ‘the 
statements published below. Hon. A 
M. Stephens, late Judge of Los perth 
coun,y, said: ‘‘I am opposed to the 
scheme, for I consider gambling a horri- 


pressed by law. You will observe that 
gambling by our State law is regarded 
as a crime and treated accordingly. 

Section 330 of the Penal Code reads as 
follows: ‘Every person who deals, plays, 
or carries’on, opens or causes to be 
opened, or who conducts either as owner 
or employee, whether for hire or not, 
any game of faro, monte, roulette, lans- 
quenet, rouge et noir, rondo or any 
banking game played with cards, dice 
-or any other representative of value, 
shall be punished with a fine of not less 
than $1000, and shall be imprisoned in 
the county jail until such fine and costs 
of prosecution shall be paid—such im- 
prisonment not to exceed one year.’ 

Every State in the Union makes gamb- 
ling a misedmeanor, atid the State of 
Tennessee has just made it afelony.’’ 
Mr. O. W. Childs said the proposi- 
tion is one of the most outrageous he 
has ever heard of. When he 
first came here every’ saloon 
was a gambling den, but asthe town has 
improved the gamblers have been driven 
to the wall and now the evil is at its 
minimum. ‘I do not wish,’’ said he, 
‘‘at this late day to see gamblihg legal- 
ized in Los Angeles. I have sons grow- 
ing up and would not have them exposed 
to the temptations which open gam- 
bling resorts on every side would present 
tothem. I regret exceedingiy the ac- 
tion of the Council.’’ 

Hon. J. R. Toberman, late Mayor of 
the city, suid that the ordinance, if 
adopted, would draw thé worst class of 
men with which society is infested to 
this city inlarge numbers. The Coun- 
cil has no right to bring such a disgrace 
upon the city as is contemplated by this 
ordinance.’ 

Mr.J.T.Sheward said that. business men 
have everything to dread from any ex- 
tension of gambling houses. The temp- 
tation to gamble, when gambling is 
made easy, is almost irresistible to 
many young men, and the inevitable 
losses lead them to secretly use their 
employer’s money, thus bringing ruin 
upon themselves and heavy losseq upon 
those they work for. The measiire, if 
carried out, will greatly injure the city 
in the estimation of people abroad.”’ 

Another gentleman, who for sufficient 
jreasons did not wish his name given, 
said that licensed gambling in a city 
like Los Angeles would greatly increase 
crime of every description. ‘‘The pre- 
tense is made,”’ he said, ‘‘that if gamb- 
ling is permitted, a law can be enforced 
excluding minors from gambling hells.” 
How absurd this proposition is may be 
seen by the fact that we have 
alaw among our statutes  forbid- 
ding the sale of liquor to minors. Yet 
this law is daily disregarded, and a boy 
of fifteen years Or even younger can go 
to saloon bars and obtain liquor when- 
ever he desires it. Every saloon in the 
city, if this ordinance goes into effect, 
will become a gambling «den and the 
opportunities for the nefarious practice 
will be multiplied one hundred-fold. A 
good idea, to still further show the sen-

LEGALIZED GAMBLING. 


To the Editor of the Herald+S1r:) 

In view of the proposed action of the 
City Council in this regard, I beg to lay 
before your readers some aspects of the 
question as presented at the only large 
gambling establishment now existing in 
Europe—that at Monte Coerlo, in the 
principality of Monaco. Monaco is a 
small principality on the Mediterranean, 
‘surrounded by French territory, within 
half an hour’s journey by rail of Men- 
torne and Nice, and about ten miles 
west of the Italianfrontier. The reign- 
ing Prince is independent of France, 
and has been independent for about. 600 
ears, the territory being too small and 
valueless to have attracted the attention 
of any of the neighboring powers. 

Shortly after the gambling tables were 
suppressed at Baden Baden, Ems, 

Hamburg, etc., in 1872, a man named 
Blanc obtained a license from the 
Prince of Monaco to open a casino with 
gaming tables at Monte Carlo, for 
which he paid £24,000 per annum, be- 
sides supporting. the army of the prince 
and the government officials. Some idea 


lishment will be gathered from the fact 
that in 1873-74, the cost amounted to 
$2,500 per day. The cost of maintain- 
ing the tables at the present time is 
considerably greater, as I see it stated 
in the Whitehall Review that the annuu- 
al license fee is now 1,300,000 francs— 
about $260,000. Notwithstanding this 
enormous expense, the profits of the es- 
tablishment were stated for the season 
of 1873-74, to be $19,000,000. ‘The num- 
ber of people of both sexes and of all 
ranks who have been ruined at this es- 
teblishment is appalling. I write now 
of matters that came within my own 
personal knowledge during three win- | 
ters I spent in Nice and Mentone. 
About 150 suicides a year are traceable 
directly to the tables. It is difficult to 
get accurate information on this point, 
as, although some forty daily and week- 
ly newspapers are published within 
ten miles of Monte Carlo, they are all 
excepting only ‘‘La Colonie Etrangére’’ 
in the pay of the tables and suppress all 
notices of suicides. One gentleman 
whom I knew lost about £40,000 and 
committed suicide at the tables: after 
losing his last coupon of £500. I do not 
think that 150 is an overestimate of the 
number of suicides per annum. I was 
personally aware of 13 suicides in a pe- 
riod of three months in the season of 
1874-75. From a financial standpoint 
ambling does not pay at Monaco.
